W. F. Stevens, live stock commis 1 - 
j sioner, whose report is included in 
the departmental yearly returns 
[ which are now before) the House, 
summarizes the conditions as regards 
the cattle, sheep and swine industry 
very completely. The number of hog: 
raised in the Province during the 
past year was greatly increased 
through the campaigns which had 
been conducted, and through the to¬ 
tal weight of pork was probably not 
any larger owing to the shortage of 
feed, the incicased price resulted in 
benefit to.the producers.
